ohn Byrne and Denis Byrne, minors, b 
their uncle, Christopher Byrne, of 8 Mill- 
bank, Lucan, Claimed compensation from 
Messrs. Hill and Sons, Ltd., the Woollen

(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 
Joseph W. Montgomery, butcher, of Main 
street, Finglas, claimed £100 from Patrick 
Joseph Flood for alleged loss and damage due 
to the defendant’s breach of agreement to re- 
pair and keep in repair a house and premises 
in Main street, Finglas, and for alleged breach 
of covenant. 
The defendant denied breach of agreement 
or breach of convenant. 
Mr. Cawley (instructed by Mr. Archibald 
Clarke) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Coghlan (instructed by Messrs. Kennedy and 
McGonigal) for the defendant. 

The plaintiff stated that he took the pre- 

mises, as a tenant, from the defendant in 
October, 1923. The defendant agreed to put 
the house in repair. A closing order was made 
as the result of a summons by the sanitary 
authorities, and the defendant then stripped 
the roof and put on an old corrugated roof. 
The rain poured in on the plaintiff's stock 
from 1924 till 1929. The defendant took down 
the wall in 1929, and left the premises open 
to the public. At present there were no 
shutters on the windows. A refrigerator was 
damaged, and dogs got into the shop and 
made off with a side of beef value for £5. 
' John Brophy, sanitary inspector, gave evi- 
dence that the premises had been in a bad 
condition since 1923, but that they were in 
good repair now. 

The defendant said that after the closing 
order was made the plaintiff appealed to him 
to let him remain in the shop while the re- 
pairs were being done. The plaintiff had not 
lost any of the trade which the witness him- 
Self had when carrying on the butchering 
business there. The house was in good con- 
dition when the plaintiff went into it, and it 
was not until after the closing order had been 
made when the plaintiff asked him to carry 
out some repairs. The damage to the roof 
was caused by the plaintiff himself when he 
tore it off to look for a cat that got under it. 
(Laughter. ) 

Answering the Judge, the defendant said 
that the plaintiff inspected the premises 
before he took them. 

Judce Roche said that he was satisfied. that 
there was no bargain whatever between the 
parties at the time of the original contract 
that the defendant should put the house in 
repair or keep it in repair. The plaintiff 
had seen the premises before he rented 
bha, Accordingly he would dismiss the 
action. 


TWELVE MONTHS FOR 
FRAUD. 


DUBLIN MERCHANT'S NAME 
USED. 


At Sheffield Police Court, an elderly man 
named McAllister, alias Duncan McDonald, 
supposed to be a native of Sligo, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of attempting to obtain 
goods to the value of £250 from various 
Sheffield firms with intent to defraud. - 
From the evidence it appeared that 
McDonald went to a printer’s office in 
Sheffield, where he ordered a quantity of 
stationery to be printed in the name of J. 
J. McQuillan, 35 and 36 Capel street, Dub- 
lin. Having securéd this, the accused man 
went to a scrivener’s office, and had a num- 
ber of letters typed. These were addressed 
to various Sheffield firms, and were supposed 
to be ‘signed by Mr. McQuillan. They 
introduced the accused as a brother of Mr. 
J. J. McQuillan’s named ‘ Michael ’’—-there 
being no such person—and authorised him 
to select and take with him goods which 
were required immediately for the fulfil- 
ment of a Free State Government contract. 

The principal of one firm, familiar with 
Mr. McQuillan’s stationery and signature, 
became suspicious and telephoned Mr. 
McQuillan for confirmation of the order. The 
result of the telephone communication was 
that when McDonald called back for the 
goods he found the police waiting for him, 
and was arrested. 

He pleaded guilty, and was sentenced to 
twelve months’ imprisonment.

EX-RLC MAN AND 
CIVIL SERVICE, 


A PRISON WARDER’S 
COMPLAINT. 
TOS 


The Civil Service (Compensation) Board 
met at 89 Merrion square, Dublin, yesterday. 
Judge Davitt (Chairman) presided, and there 
were also present :—Messrs. O. J. Redmond 
and F. Nally (representing the Finance De- 

artment), and A. McE. Kelly and T. J. 
Tughes (representing the Officers’ Panel). 

i The claim for compensation made by Mr. 
Patrick Gaffney, temporary clerk, Depart- 
ment uf Posts and Telegraphs, was heard. 

Mr. C. Roche (instructed by Messrs. Roche 
amd Son) appeared for the applicant. | 

The applicant, an ex-sergeant of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, in which he had served 
24 years, and from which he was ee 
in 1917 on health grounds, was examined. He 
said that he was quite willing to remain in 
the Civil Service, but was turned down, and 
refused leave to sit for a certain examination. 
He entered the Civil Service in 1918, and 
was attached to the Department of Agricul- 
ture and Technical Instruction. In March 
of 1929 he was fransferred to the Depart- 
ment of Posts and Telegraphs, and was dis- 
missed in the following November without 
gratuity. He started in the Service with 
35s. a week and bonus. The highest salary 
he got was £3 3s. 7d. 

The applicant stated further that he was 
discharged from the R.I.C. when at Clones, 
Co. Monaghan, as medically unfit, and got a 
pension. He thought that he had been dis- 
charged from the force rather unfairly, being 
taken off duty, examined by a medical board, 
and let go. He protested against his dis- 
charge. 

Mr. Crowley (Ministry of Posts and Tele- 
graphs) stated that the applicant entered the 
Service in 1918 for a probationary period of 
six weeks. and could be dismissed at a 
week's notice. His employment was con- 
tinued without formality. He handed in a 
document showing why the applicant had not 
been allowed to stand for an examination in 
1929. After 114 years’ service the character 
and efficiency of the applicant were not ques- 
tioned. 

By Mr. Roche—The refusal to allow the 
applicant to stand for the examination cut 
him ont of nine and a half years’ further ser- 
vice and a pensien. 

The Chairman said that the document 
handed in was more or less of a confidential 


nature. 


A VERBAL PRO‘IHISE. . 

Major John S. MacLachlan, Department of 
Local Government and Public Health, was 
the next applicant. He .‘ated that when he 
had been appointed a. verbal pro:aise was 
given by Sir Henry Robinson that he would 
get Mr. Price’s position when he retired. 
At the time of the burning of the Customs 
House in 1921 the witne 3 was actually work- 
ing with Mr, Price as an understudy, and 
was carrying out engineering wor. He had 
drawn plans in connection with engineering 
work at Skibbereen, Schull, and other places. 
If there had been no transfer he would have 
heen a Permanent Inspector and Consulting 
Engineer. He was connected with the Sailors’ 
and Soldiers’ Land Trust from 1922-1926, but 
also did engineering work. 

Mr. Kelly said that if applicant had been 
discharged by the Bri-ish Government a claim 
for compensation: lay. rather. against. that 
Government than the Free State Government. 

The applicant was unable to produce 
evidence to show that he had ever been 
made a permanent officer, but had there been 
no change of Government. he would have 
been an established officer. He thought that 
when he was transferred he became a 
permanent officer. It was his intention to 
leave the country. 


PRISON OFFICER’S COMPLAINT. 

The next claim heard was that of Thomas 
McBride, cook warder in the Prisons service. 

The applicant complained that annual leave 
had not been given him in 1922, 1923 and 
1924, that he suffered a loss of allowances, 
and, in reality, that his services conditions 
had been considerably worsened. Every 
obstacle had been placed in the way of the 
formation of a Prison Officers’: Union to be 
associated with the Civil Service Federation, 
and he had been told by Mr. Sheehan that 
he could be either & prison officer or an agent 
for the Prison Officers’ Magazine. He also 
complained in respect of other matters, in- 
cluding the fact that he had not got any 
ves pone: Bg : 

To the Chairman—If he had got. promotion 
he would not have been here to-day. 

In reply tu questions, he said that he was 
threatened with dismissal if-he did not give 
up the Prison Officers’ Magazine. He was 
asked if he wished to be a prison officer or 
an agent for a magazine by Mr. Sheehan. 
He wanted to be let out with ten years’ com- 
pensation if he did not get his previous con- 
ditions of employment. 

Chairman—Have you an application before 
the Board for voluntary retirement ?7— No. 

Mr. Sheehan; of the Prisons Board, stated 
that if applicant made application for leave 
in 1924 and 1925 he would have got it. 
Warders worked 96 hours a fortnight. The 
Governor had discretion in respect to giving 
warders Catholic holidays. 

The Court adjourned to 11 o’clock to-day.

OF CZECHO-SLOVAKIA. | 


CONSUL’S ADDRESS © TO 
ROTARY. CLUB.

At the meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club 
in Clery's Restaurant yesterday, the speaker 
was Major Pavel .Rusicka, Consul for 
Czecho-Slovakia to the Irish Free State. 
Major Ruzicka is a member of the club, and 
speaks English finently. & : 

In an interesting sketch of his country, 
he said that Czecho-Slovakia, | formerly 
known as Bohemia, is situated in the very 
heart of Europe. Side by side with a well- 
developed ~ intensive “ agriculture;” turning 
every little spot of land into a bed of 
blooms, stood a not less powerful and highly | 
: specialised industry 
exporting a large 
surplus of its output 
to foreign  mar- 
kets. Owing to its 
central position in 
Europe; all .ecultural 
influences and cur- 
rents crossed there, 
as was shown in the 
architecture. of its 
public ~ buildings. 
Throughout the 
thousand years” of 
existence of the 
Czecho Slovakia 
nation, St. Wences- 
las had been the 
symbol of her 
strength, and the 
protector and patron of her people. As the 
father of his country, and a saint, the name 
of St. Wenceslas recalled even to the children 
of to-day the faith and religion of their 
forefathers:- He surrounded himself by en- 
lightened priests, and with their aid he pro- 
pagated the knowledge of the Holy Serip- 
tures, rooted out pagan superstitions, 1in- 
troduced. Christian customs,. and-made a 
civilised’ land of. Bohemia. 

In the fourteenth century, when her kings 
were even more powerful than the Emperors 
of the Holy Roman: Empire, and when Char- 
les IV. was crowned with the highest symbol 
of power known at that time—the Holy 
Roman Crown—he devoted himself to the 
development of culture, and so six hundred 
years ago he gave Prague a univeri"y, the 
very first to be established in Central Europe. 

UNDER VIENNA. 

Having touched briefly on the later his- 
tory of the country, Major Ruzicka told how 
at the beginning of the nineteenth century 
the Hapsburg rulers transferred the pri- 
vileges of the capital of Prague to their 
cherished Vienna, and exchanged the title of 
Bohemian King for an imaginary title of 
Austrian Emperor. i ; 

Happily, the Czech rural population did 
not become estranged to their mother tongue, 
he said. A handful of her sons, even 
though in German schools, were conscious of 
‘their origin, and burned with the desire to 
remind the nation of her past. The nation, 
from whose cultural evolution the whole of 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries had 
‘been blotted out, rose. again. The astonished 
and enraged Viennese Government was ¢on- 
fronted with a flourishing nation which 
gradually enforced the return of the schools 
and the ancient university. Hand in hand 
with the cultural revival came the economic 
development. Foremost among the lands of 
Austria-Hungary was Bohemia, where rich 
industry sprang up, and whose products, 
labelled as Austrian, long before the war 
made their way into the world. 

There had never been anything more just 
and natural in the history of nations than 
the return of independence to. the Czecho- 
Slovak lands. Every Czech patriot saw. in 
the Great War a decisive opportunity’ to 
break away from the alien voke, and just as a 
hundred years ago, the nation did not lack 
cultural leaders, so during the Great War 
men of unusual courage and ability came 
forward to take up the political leadership. 
The unanimous and spontaneously acknow- 
ledged head of the movement was 1... 6. 
Masarvk, Professor of the . Prague .Univer- 
sity, who is now President of the Republic 
for life. 

NOT THE HOME OF GYPSIES. 

There is nothing exotic about the country 
except her name, said the Major, Jt isa 
curious coincidence that in foreign languages 
the word ‘*Bohemian’’ is synonymous with 
a gypsy or light-hearted and reckless way of 
living. In fact under the name of Bohemians, 
they were frequently looked upon as the 
disaffected gypsy population of Austria. As 
a matter of fact, the gypsies never were at 
home in Bohemia, moreover, they visited 
Bohemia only on rare occasions. : 

There are fourteen million citizens living

ceeded Major Ruzicka. The comparatively 
short past of the Republic had witnessed a 
great deal of good-will in the cause of peace 
and intensive industry. There is a minority 
of three million Germans who have been won 
over for economic and State collaboration, 
and friendjy relations have also been estab- 
lished with all the neighbouring States. 
A PROGRESSIVE COUNTRY. 

Mr. R. J. Kelly, K.C., who said he had had 
some acquaintance with the country, said that 
it was a particniar pleasure to him to have 
listened to the address of his gallant and 
distinguished friend. There was not, he said, 
a more progressive country in Europe to-day 
than Czecho-Slovakia, which, when he knew 
it first, was called Bohemia, Bohemia owed 
some things to Ireland, and one of these was 
the potato which had been introduced to that 
country by a Franciscan priest from Dublin, 
and the cultivation of which had become one 
of the country’s principal agricultural in- 
dustries. In the fine Museum of Prague he 
was delighted to find one of its oldest printed 
books, the author of which was William 
Kelly, of Aughrim, County Galway. The 
very name he bore was sufficient to obtain for 
him (the speaker) a welcome in Prague, one 
of whose streets was named after an Irishman. 

The President (Mr. F. M. Summerfield) 
said that the story told by Major Ruzicka 
afforded the members of the club. much in- 
formation and pleasure. 

Among the visitors were several rotarians 
from different towns in England, and one 
from the Island of Jersey; also the Rev. 
Mr. Robinson, President of the Methodist 
Church in Ireland. :

“Her Cardboard Lover ' is the very 
thinnest and lightest of French comedies, and 
it translates poorly, Not even the genius 
of P. G. Wodehouse could make a good play 
of it. At the Dun Laoghaire Civic Theatre, 
in the Town Hall, last night, a company of 
experienced Dublin players found difficulty in 
holding the interest of the audience. It is a 
play of two, or, at most, three, characters, 
which depends upon speed for its effects. Last 
night’s performance was much too slow, and 
the intervals much too long. 

The burden of the acting fell upon Miss 
Deirde MacDonagh and Mr. Percy Ussher, 
Miss MacDonagh’s Simone was inconsistent; 
she was best in the closing scene of the 
second act, but she should improve consider- 
ably during the week. André, as played by 
Mr. Ussher, possessed more of Jacques Duval 
than of P. G. Wodehouse; he was cynically 
French instead of humorously English. Mr. 
Denis O'Dea's Tony was, on the whole, the 
most satisfying piece of acting; but even he 
lacked the suavity for such a play. The small 
parts were capably filled.

“THE UNHOLY NIGHT” AT 


THE SAVOY, 


Film presentations do not always live up 
io their titles—indeed, often the title is a mis- 
nomer—so that when one finds a staat 
which in every sense merits the description 
of “ The Unholy Night,” one feels that the 
heartiest congratulations are due to the direc- 
tors who in the case of the film presented 
this week at the Savoy Cinema is Mr. Lione! 
Barrymore. London is famous, amongst 
other things, for its fogs, especially that 
vile pea-soup variety which at times descends 
on the great capital, Those who have ex- 
né shil such a fog know what it means. 
Anything is possible, and it is not at all out- 
side the bounds of possibility that four 
persons could be strangled to death on such 
an unholy night of fog. That is what hap- 
pened in the story on which this film is 
based. The murders would have been . ac- 
cepted as something almost inevitable where 
a city’s population is blindfolded, and left 
at the mercy of the lawless, but even the 
long arm of chance could. not be accepted as 
being responsible for the murder on the same 
night, ot four men, who had been brother 
officers in a regiment which had served at 
Gallipoli. 

Why these comrades in arms should have 
been done to death, and why the life of one 
other was attempted, provides a mystery 
which sets all London and Scotland Yard 
agog with excitement and curiosity. 

The story is woven with fascinating interest 
through a thick web of mystery, and thrills 
in plenty are provided for the audience. It 
is a most baffling affair, with the finger of 
Suspicion pointing first at one and then at 
another possible murderer, until the spectator 
is left helplessly wondering what it can all 
mean and what is behind the murders. There 
is very clever play in psychology, and it is 
interesting to watch how the different 
characters are made react to various in- 
fluences, The play also deals with spiritual 
science in rather an unusual form; but it 
would be a pity to disclose more of the pro- 
duction, which must be seen to be appre- 
ciated. It is certainly one of the best mystery 
films yet seen here. An all sound produc- 
tion, it is splendidly cast, with such well- 
known players in the chief réles as Ernest 
Torrance, Roland Young, Dorothy Sebastian 
and Natalie Moorhead. The dialogue is clever 
and entertaining, and, above all, free from 
the Hollywood twang.

The Provost of Trinity College, presiding 
at. the annual meeting of the Trinity College 
Association, held yesterday afternoon in the 
Graduates’ Memorial Hall, said that the 
progress of the Association during 
the year had been very satisfactory. 
The numbers were still increasing, but they 
had not vet obtained the maximum, and 
wvery member of the Association ought to 
feel it his duty to call the attention of Trinity 
men to the Association and ask them to join 
it. 


The second edition of the register of 
members, with which a vast amount of 
trouble had been taken by the Honorary 
Secretary, Dr. Kenneth Bailey, and Captain 
Brooke Kennedy, to whom they owed their 
gratitude, not only for the trouble they had 
taken, but for the very satisfactory results 
that they had _ achieved. He was 
far from saying that the register was 
perfect. Some alterations were necessary, and 
omissions required to be. filled in, and the 
members of the Association ought to make 
it their business to send in the necessary 
corrections and omissions to the secretary. 
That was the only way to keep the register 
correct. Nevertheless, 1 was an enormous 
improvement on the first issue, and he thought 
that it would be found an immensely useful 
document. He was glad to say that new 
names were being registered every day. 

OVERSEAS GRADUATES. 

In connection with overseas graduates who 

returned to Ireland, he Roped that they would 
enter their names in the book kept for that 
purpose in the College, ahd he added that 
if they took the trouble to cross the square 
and visit his (the Provost's) house, he would 
be extremely glad to meet thm.

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

Dr. Kenneth Bailey submitted the annual 
report, which stated:—In the report which 
Í presented to the last annual general meet- 
ing I was able to tell you that the infant 
Association had thriven during its first event- 
ful year of life. Now that we are two years 
old, we may fairly consider that we are 
firmly on our feet. Our membership has in- 
creased from 1,732 to 2,601, and we are 
offering our members a still greater return 
for their life subscription of one guinea. ‘10 
the tie, blazer and scarf which members of 
the Association are entitled to wear has been 
added a dinner jacket, which may be made 
in any black cloth, or in white drill for 
tropical use, ornamented with gold buttons 
and the Association device in gold on the 
pocket. The Association supplement to 
““T.C.D.” continues to appear regularly, and 
the editor has succeeded in increasing its 
size. Your secretaries occupied themselves 
for the greater part of the year in the 
production of the second register of the Asso- 
ciation, which was published at the end of 
April. We are most anxious that members 
should assist us in the difficult task of keep- 
ing the register up to date by sending us 
frequent lists of corrections, which will be 
acknowledged. I have the honour to lay 
before the meeting two addenda to the. report 
in the form of statistics based on the register, 
and showing the way in which our alumni, 
variously situated in time and space, have 
responded to the invitation to join the Asso- 
ciation. The second appendix constitutes, I 
believe, the first attempt at an accurate 
review of the geogra hical distribution of our 
alumni, The Standing Committee has given 
careful consideration to the possibility of 
holding in 1931 an Association dinner, which 
all members, men and women, would be 
eligible to attend. It is clear that such a 
dinner would involve much preparation, and 
that the work would be rendered more diffi- 
cult by the fact that we have no data to 
help us to predict the numbers likely: to be 
present. A special dinner committee would 
have to be appointed, and their task would 
not be a sinecure. 

The Standing Committee do not wish to 
undertake the holding of such a dinner unless 
it is demonstrated that there is a real demand 
for it on the part of members, and would 
welcome any information or suggestions which 
would assist them in making their decision. 


A GOOD YEAR'S WORK. 

Mr. W. M. Crooke, proposing the adoption 
of the report, said that it was a most satis- 
factory record of the year’s work, and it was 
gratifying that the membership of the Asso- 
ciation in the second year of its existence 
numbered 2,600. They had an increase of 800 
last year, and if the Association grew in that 
way it would be the most powerful University 
Association in the world.’ He was glad to 
see the way in which the Association had 
Leen supported by graduates in distant parts 
of the earth. The percentage was highest in 
China; East Africa came second, and Egypt 
in the Sudan third. The founding of that 
Association filled a long-felt want, and was

DAVIS'S APPEAL TO THE STUDENTS. 

In 1839 Davis was made President, and at 
the close of the session in 1640 he delivered 
an address in which he struck out a new line. 
Like most students, he was eager to reform 
his own University, and he then went on to 
speak of the needs of Ireland and the duly 
of his hearers to her. He appealed to them, 
the men of his own class, to shoulder their 
responsibilities of leadership. This address made 
a profound impression, and from that time 
Davis stepped into the lead among his con- 
temporaries. 

With John Blake Dillon and Charles Gavan 
Duffy he founded The Natton. t 
original founders of Young Ireland and 7’he 
Nation were graduates of Trinity College, as 
were a large proportion of their associates. 
These men stood in the direct tradition of 
Trinity Nationalism, a tradition long-lasting 
and continuous. 

‘ That oft-repeated charge, that our Univer- 
sity has stood in opposition to every Irish 
nationalist movement is perversely untrue to 
a large section of the facts,’ added Mr. 
Waller. ‘‘In the eighteenth century nearly 
all the great names are ours. Molyneux and 
Swift, Flood and Grattan, Wolfe Tone and 
Robert Emmet; and, though in the nineteenth 
century our proportion is less, we can claim 
men like these Young Irelanders, and later, 
men like Butt and Redmond. 

“THE NATION.” 

Nation, which made its first 
in 1842, the balk of Davis's 
He had two of the greatest 
qualities of the historian—insight and 
thoroughness. His longest historical dis- 
quisition—on the Irish Parliament of 1689— 
was highly praised by Lecky. Some of his 
articles were decidedly modern in tone. He 
favoured the use of the water power of the 
Shannon and other rivers, urged Irish tourists 
to visit Ireland first, and also urged the 
maintenance of the Irish language, in ns 
time spoken habitually, as he says, py half 
the people west of a line drawn from Derry to 
Waterford. Yet he uttered a warning which 
might be kept in mind to-day; that if an 
attempt were made to introduce Irish, either 
through the national schools or the Courts of 
Law, into the eastern side of the island, 
it would certainly fail, and the reaction might 
extinguish it altogether. He even touched 
upon the dangers of what would now be 
described as evil literature, and stressed 
the need for making available good literature 
and spreading a taste for it.” 

Davis might be partly appreciated through 
his writings, Mr. Waller continued, but they 
did not give the full measure of the man. 
He wrote for the sake of getting things done. 
His work on The Nation was combined with 
constant activity in politics, especially in the 
Repeal Association. In the eves of the 
world he was the Irish National Movement. 
Davis and his associates respected and gol. 
lowed O'Connell, but they had a broeder 
view of Irish nationality. They desired to 
win national liberty by a victory of al! Trish 
sections combined over English domination. 
That apneared a more feasible project ther. 
than it did in later vears. The campaign for 
Roman Catholic Emancipation had inevitably 
dug a gulf between the religious sections. but 
it seemed practicable to fill the gulf. Davis 
might well expect other men to take the road 
he had taken himself. After two vears work, 
Davis could declare that the Irish Tories were 
becoming Nationalists, and that the Whigs 
were beginning to favour a federal system of 
self-government, and that, though not 
achieved, there was a real prospect of a 
united Irish demand. These tendencies 
The Nation sought to foster, but obstacles 
abounded, owing to misunderstandings with 
O'Connell in. connection with the Repeal 
Association. After a short illness, Davis died 
on the 16th September, 1845. 

THE LONG-SOUGHT LEADER. 

If Davis had survived and held his party 
together, said Mr. Waller, he might have

TRIBUTE TO THE LATE 
LORD DAVIDSON. 


LAMBETH CONFERENCE, 
——— 


In the absence of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, who is taking a month's complete 
rest before the Lambeth Conference, the 
Archbishop of York presided at the open- 
ing of the summer session of the Church 
Assembly at Church House, Westminster, 
yesterday. . Dr. Temple said that he had 
received the following telegram from the 
Primate of England :— 

‘Please give Assembly message from me 
of disappointment at absence, and my re- 
membrance and blessing. 

After paying a tribute to the late Lord 
Davidson, Dr. Temple formally moved a 
resolution expressing the Assembly's sense 
of Lord Davidson's value, and the loss sus- 
tained by his death. It stated that by his 
unequalled knowledge of the Anglican Com- 
munion throughout the world, by his wis- 
dom and wide sympathy, and by his com- 
lete devotion to Our Lord he won the 
confidence and reverent affection of all who 
knew him. To Lady Davidson and to 
others who stood nearest to hm the 
Assembly offers the tribute of its deepest 
sympathy.” 

"The resolution was carried in silence, the 
members standing. 

In his address to the Assembly, Dr. 
Temple said :—As you are all aware, the 
Bishops are now gathering for the Lambeth 
Conference. You also know that there must 
come before that Conference questions to 
which answer of some kind must be made, 
and questions of such a sort that, whatever 
the answer, even if it takes :he form of 
the postponement of decision, they will be 
fraugint with consequences of the highest 
importance to the whole life of our com- 
munion, and all Christendom. I would, 
therefore, appeal specially to members of 
the Church Assembly that they should take 
their full share, and a leading part, in the 
prayers which the whole Church is now 
being asked to offer that the Bishops may. 
indeed, have the blessing and guidance of the 
Holy Spirit. 

The Bishop of Salisbury, in moving the 
adoption of the report of the Missionary 


Council, said that they were conscious in 
England that the Church was living 
in the midst of an atmosphere oí 
Lewilderment, that there was great bewilder- 
nent about the great fundamentals of our 
faith, that there was a good deal of denial 
going about, and that it was a time when 
the Church of England needed, above all 
things, to be sure of its own faith. Above 
all things what is wanted is confidence, he 
added. The main call before the Missionarv 
Council is three-fold: First, the survey of 
the field, second, propaganda and recruiting, 
and, third, the promotion of co-operation. 

The report was adopted. 

EAST AFRICA, 

Another proposition was brought forward 
by the Bishop of Salisbury, to the effect that 
the Assembly inpressed upon the Church the 
gravity of the issues raised in the Hilton 
Young. Report upon closer organisation in 
Fast Africa, and particularly its-recommenda- 
toon for the establishment of an effective 
authority to decide between conflicting loca! 
interests. 


Bishop Hamilton Baynes (Birmingham), in | 


seconding the proposal, said that we had 
edged the black people off the land in South 
Africa, so that they had flocked into the 
towns, and there a Colour Bar Bill was 
passed to prevent the coloured men from 
doing white men’s work. The minimum wage 
of a white man in Johannesburg is a pound 
a day, he said. and the maaimum wage of a 
black man is 2s. ód. That is simply sitting 
on the safety valve, and we have had indica- 
tions fjately that it is a very dangerous 
occupation. There have already been mutter- 
ings of a storm. We should not repeat else- 
where the mistakes we have.made in South 
Africa. 

Lord Selborne said that our responsibility 
in regard to the black races in South Africa 
was small, because what had happened, be it 
good or bad, was the inevitable consequence 
of our giving self-government to these 
territories. No honest man could make a 
hostile criticism of the way in which the 
natives had heen treated under British rule 
in the three great Trotectorates of South 
Africa. 

The resolution was carried, with two dis- 
sentients, and the Assembly adjourned until 
to-day.

Kingstown was yesterday a place of 
international interest.

Everybody who could spare 
time went to Kingstown to view the start 
of the big cutter race. 

The morning was one of splendid sun- 
shine, Looking back from the pier-head 
across the harbour waters, Kingstown, in 
the strong sunlight, made a very pretty 
picture. The yacht clubs were gay with 
colour, especially the Royal St. George, 
whose ‘‘day’’ it was. The Royal Irish 
Yacht Club will do the honours to-day, 
under an arrangement between the two 
clubs by which each alternately takes first 
place in the programme of the regatta. 
Thousands of fluttering flags and strings 
of bunting bedecked the town front, while 
every steamer and yacht in the harbour 
was trimmed in lines of bunting from 
their masts or in rainbow fashion over all, 


THOUSANDS OF SIGHTSEERS. 

For more than an hour before the start 
of the big race people made their way in a 
continuous stream to the heads of the 
East and West Piers. They watched 
with excited interest the four big 
cutters make ready for the race, and 
then sail slowly out of the harbour, 
where, with many graceful turns, they 
manwuvred for position to cross the start- 
ing line. 


As far away as Sandycove and Dalkey 
every place giving a view of the line. was 
occupied, and all enjoyed the sight of a 
fine beginning.

Two women and a six years old girl] lost 
their lives near here in a violent rain- 
storm which lasted from late yesterday 
afternoon until the early hours of this 
morning. . Water poured in torrents 
across the countryside, carrying off build- 
ings, trees, telegraph poles, farm animals 
and crops. 

The child and her mother, aged 37, were 
surprised by the flood while they were 
making the evening round of their stock- 
yards and were washed off their feet. 
Their bodies were later dug out of a mass 
of débris at the foot of a ruined wall. 

The third body, that of a woman not 
yet identified, was found to-day in a canal 
at Bar le Duc. 

Enormous damage was done to farm 
crops by the storm, most of those which 
escaped the deluge having been beaten 
down by hail. 

The village of Resson, which stands in 
a hollow, presented a desolate appearance 
this morning—houses bowled over, streets 
washed out and roads cut—while the 
country is strewn with the prostrate 
pylons of the high tension electric power

NOTTINGHAM, Monday. 

Three things will stand out in the 
memory of those thirty thousand people 
who somehow managed to pack themselves 
into the Tvent Bridge Ground to-day to 
see the Test match. One was Hobbs’ 
superb batting; the second was Wall’s 
fine bowling, and the third was the failure 
of Woolley. 

There was a very full day’s play, though 
several times it looked as if rain would 
interfere. So dull was the morning that 
people hesitated about paying the half- 
crown for admission, but when the news 
was spread that Hobbs and Sutcliffe were 
playing tl.eir best game they threw 
caution to the winds and flocked in. In 
an hour the size of the crowd had doubled, 
and finally the crush became so great 
that only a dozen people at a time were 
let in, and then were shepherded by the 
Notts’ Secretary, Mr. H. A. Brown, to 
places on the grass. 


ON THE ROOF. 

The window seats and houses overlook- 
ing the ground were very popular, and 
the women perched themselves on the 
At one time 
the crowd encroached over the boundary, 
and the game had to be held up while 
the policemen moved them back. They 
left behind them a pile of paper bags, 
which blew in a long disconcerting trail 
acrrss the pitch. These were only minor 
incidents, The thing was the cricket. 
Lesser discomforts were quickly forgotten. 

When Woolley came in the spectators 
gave him an encouraging cheer. He had 
a failure in the first innings to redeem. 
But it was not to be, for a few runs later 
he was bowled. A_ hush fell on the 
ground. They realised that the years had 
passed by. Woolley’s long form, droop- 
ing rather mournfully, passed on its way 
to the pavilion. Many felt that Test 
match cricket was in all probability say- 
ing its good-bye to a man who had been 
one of its greatest figures. 


Age plays curious tricks, and who could j 


realise that Hobbs, playing superb light- 
hearted cricket, with a constant smile on 
his face, was a man of forty-seven. His 
innings stood out from all the rest.of the 
play. It was a study in perfect skill, 
combined with steel nerves; and Hobbs 
overnight had disobeyed orders. Instead 
of going to bed, according to instructions, 
very early, he and Mrs. Hobbs did not 
get back ‘to their hotel until after mid- 
night. They were up again at eight, and 
were among the earliest arrivals on the 
ground. Truly, Jack Hobbs is the Peter 
Pan of cricket. 

Then there was Wall’s bowling. He is 
only twenty-one. The crowd, after a long 
spell of express bowling, during which the 
speed never slackened, gave him a special 
cheer, and Woodfull, the skipper, had a 
pat on the back for him as he passed. 
Wall retired to the boundary with a blush 
of delight on his face, for he had not 
failed his country. 


SUTCLIFFE’S MISHAP. 

Then there was Sutcliffe’s mishap. He 
was hit on the hand when pulling a ball, 
and he danced about the pitch in agony. 
The Australians gathered round him to 
give assistance, and his hand was bound 
up with Woodfull’s handkerchief. It was 
learned that the Yorkshire player received 
a nasty bruise on the thumb, and, although 
willing, was advised not to bat again. 

The Australians started the day badly. 
A large “‘kangaroo”’ had been placed as 
a mascot outside their hotel. When Wood- 
full came out someone gave M‘Cabe a 
playful push, and he fell against the 
““kangaroo,” which burst, falling in a 
heap at his feet. “ The fall of Australia,” 
said someone. ‘‘A bad omen,’’ said 
another. Woodfull heard this, and went 
back to his hotel again. He may not be a 
superstitious man, but he appeared re- 
lieved when told that the ‘* kangaroo’”’ 
would at once be repaired. 

The huge crowd, so vast that eventually 
the gates had to be closed, was full of 
admiration for the courage with which 
the Australians batted against odds. 
Through the long day they. bowled and 
fielded as if there was nothing to worry 
about.. They vigorously applauded the 
fifties of Hobbs. Sutcliffe and Hendren, 
and joined heartily in the laughter when 
Tyldesley. rotund of figure, attempted to 
steal singles. 

It took the huge crowd an hour or more 
to get out of the ground, but everybody 
was good-humoured, and there was always 
the entrancing thought of what to-morrow 
would bring. 

Can Australia get the runs? Mr. Walter 
Marshall, the head groundsman, was con- 
fident that it would not be the fault of 
the wicket if the Australians did not. 
Provided there is no rain during the night. 
he said, the wicket will be just as. good 
as to-day. It would last for a week.

THE GRESHAM LAW.

TESTING .TIME AT HAND 
ae 

The Times - to-day observes: — The 
Gresham Law, the Prime Minister told 
the Imperial Press Conference the other 
day, is that if you take a debased coinage 
and put it alongside a good coinage, the 
debased coinage will elbow out the good 
from circulation. There is, he added, a 
Gresham Law in politics as well. He 
could hardly have put more picturesquely 
the danger which threatens the power of 
British industry to recover from its pre- 
sent depression. The danger is that the 
debased coinage of Socialist economics will 
elbow out good, sound coinage in opinions, 
ideas and ideals during the very critical 
part of the legislative year which opens 
with the re-assembly of the House of 
Commons to-day. It is a danger which is 
far more pressing now than at any time 
since the Government took office. Mr. 
Thomas, who deserves no little credit for 
his efforts to keep good coinage in circula- 
tion, has withdrawn to a sphere in which 
his influence upon domestic policy must 
be very much less. His place, as the 
Sisyphus of unemployment, is apparently 
to be taken by the Prime Minister him- 
self, with the assistance of a committee of 
his colleagues. But a change in adminis- 
trative officers from Mr. Thomas to some 
other person, or persons, is no reason for 
more confidence that the problem of 
unemployment will be treated on sound, 
economic lines. 

Minister after Minister is seeking refuge 
from the criticisms of a disillusionised 
public in excuses which are palpably un- 
substantial. The Prime Minister, him- 
self, shows some desire to blame the 
House of Lords, when the truth is that 
that body has fully reflected the deter- 
mination of the Opposition in the House 
of Commons to give the Government every 
chance to deal with unemployment. Mr. 
Clynes blames the. capitalist system, 
which he tells the Congress of the 
National Union of Municipal and Genera! 
Workers, throws thousands of men idle 
faster than we can find employment for 
them, and displaces women in large 
numbers, so that nearly half a million 
women are now included in the unemployed 
figures. A sufficient reply to this curious 
argument, that those who give employment 
must be destroyed before mploymnt can 
be increased was given by Mr. Snowden 
himself when he explained, in defence of 
his Budget, that a creat expansion of the 
social services must wait until the 
capacity of industry to pay for it had 
been restored. 

TWO POSSIBILITIES. 

Finally, the Prime Minister is to confer 
to-day with local authorities, in pursuance 
of the idea also pithily expressed by Mr. 
Clynes. that vested interests, the slow 
pace of local authorities, and adverse 
decisions in various towns have meant 
delay in curing or in mitigatng unemploy- 
ment by means of relief works. If this 
conference succeeds in finding any obstacles 
which have improperly held up the pro- 
vision of work, everyone will be anxious 
that such obstacles should be removed. 
But if it is to be the occasion for putting 
pressure upon local authorities to treat 
the interests of the ratepayers in the same 
way as the Socialists are inclined to treat 
the interests of the taxpayers, then the 
conference will result in more damage 
than advantage to the interests of the 
unemployed. 

Neither those who conduct industry 
adds “he Times, nor those who finance it, 
can have any confidence so long as occa- 
sional admissions of their difficulties are 
accompanied by persistent disregara of 
their desires and disparagement of their 
value to the nation. The good coinage 
of finding work for the unemployed 
by encouraging trade is being elbowed 
out by the comparatively worthless 
coinage of relief works. The good coinage 
of taxation to pay for the nation’s com- 
mitments is being displaced by the 
debased coinage of taxation in inverse 
ratio to representation. The good coinage 
of unrestricted trade is yielding to the 
debased coinage of tolerated dumping. 

A DOUBTFUL OUTLOOK. 

So far, thanks to the courageous stand 
of Mr. Thomas against unproductive 
expenditure, the good coinage has largely 
held its own in the matter of the efforts 
of the Government actually to find work 
for the unemployed. But will this policy 
be continued? Shortly before the recess 
Mr. Lloyd George made an offer across 
the floor of the House of Commons of 
Liberal support for a policy of vast 
expenditure upon relief works on the lines 
suggested in Labour and the Nation. If 
the Government yield to the temptation 
of this offer, the fight between the good 
and the bad coinage in this sphere of 
activity cannot be delayed or disguised. 
On the one hand will be ranged all who 
believe, with Mr. Baldwin, that the 
maintenance of the standard of living 
and the revival of industry can be secured 
only by economy at, home and by protec- 
tion against the lower standards of com- 
petitors abroad. On the other hand will 
stand those who imagine that the way to 
consolidate resources is further to dis- 
sipate them, and who desire to appropriate 
to the artificial provision of work the very 
cash and credit which are essential to the 
natural expansion of trade. If such a 
conflict should arise, then the interests 
of the nation clearly demand that the 
Gresham Law should be given no chance 
of coming into operation.

ALBERT JOSEPH 
MCCONNELL, 

Albert Joseph McConnell was born in 
1903. He was educated at Ballymena 
Academy and entered Trinity College in 
1922 with first Sizarship in . Mathe- 
matics and a Junior and School Exhibi- 
tion. During a most brilliant under- 
graduate career he obtained first Mathe- 
matical Scholarship as a Freshman, the 
Bishop Law Prize, the McCullagh Prize.

University Student of his year. 

In 1927 he was appointed University 
Lecturer in Mathematics, and left shortly 
afterwards for Rome to study under Pro- 
fessor Levi-Civita at the University. In 
the following vear he became a Doctor of 
Mathematics of the University of Rome, 
and last year the Degree of Doctor of 
Science was conferred upon him by Dublin 
University, a rare distinction for one so 
young. He is also a member of the Roval 
Trish Academy and has published many 
papers on Riemannian Geometry and 
Dynamics both in Italian and English. 

GEORGE ALEXANDER 
DUNCAN, 

George Alexander Duncan was born in 
1902 and educated at Ballymena Academy 
and Campbell College, Belfast. He 
entered Trinity College in October, 1919. 
gaining second place at the Examination 
for Junior Exhibitions. In 1920 he was 
awarded a Scholarship in Classics. His 
distinctions include the Mullins Classical 
Prize and  Vice-Chancellor’s . (Latin) 
Medal; B.A, 1923,. with Mode-

SHAMROCK WINS 
EASILY. 


RACING SPOILED BY | 


LACK OF WIND. 


FIRST DAY OF KINGSTOWN 
REGATTA.

Will history repeat itself this year? It may 
be remembered that the revival of Kingstown 
Regatta took place only last year, and that 
the first day there was something of a dis- 
appointment, owing to the failure of the wind, 
race after race falling through, the yachts 
and sail boats giving up the struggle in 


despair. 

Well. that first day of no wind was followed 
by a second with far too much wind. Indeed, 
many will remember the acute angles whicn 
some of the big cutters heeled over to in the 
puffs. Shamrock, for one; not. the Shamrock 
which is with us to-day, but the 23 metres 
cutter, which has not been fitted out this 
season. - 

Yesterday was a replica in many ways of 
the first day of 1929, Will to-day, therefore, 
be like that of the previous second day? 
Some say yes, and are hoping for it, they 
wanting to see the Cup Challenger in a breeze. 
We think they will be disappointed. If we 
have a decent breeze, we will be fully con 
tent, and so will be all moderate people. A'! 
that is needed is a wind strong and steady 
enough to give a yacht an all-round test of 
sailing, and, after yesterday’s experience, too 
great a price often can be paid for summer 
weather. 

LIKE OLD TIMES. 

By the way, it was quite like old times 
yesterday at Kingstown on regatta day. The 
sig cutters, and, more particularly, the Cup 
Chailenger, Shamrock V., are _ irresistible 
attractions, and the crowd which gathered for 
the start in the morning at the East Pier end, 
vas, we think, about the largest on record. 
The West Pier end had its votaries, and sotco 
had every vantage point on the shore line. 
Need it be said that the weather was glorious? 
So much so that knowing heads were nodded 
then, and opinions expressed that “ the sun 
would kill the wind,” 

And it did, as everybody knows. At least. 
it took all the heart out of it, and it was 
easy to do that when the breeze is out of the 
Eastward in Dublin Bay in summertime, * As 
a matter of fact, there was no wind in the 
early morning hours, a nice breeze about 
starting time, a failing wind after noon had 
passed, and the faintest of airs and an ebb 
tide in the later afternoon. 

The morning hours were interesting. The 
simplicity of modern sail was shown by the 
ease with which Shamrock V. and Cambria 
set their canvas. The two gaff mainsail 
cutters, Lulworth and White Heather I1., had 
to begin a good half-hour before the others, 
get up their mainsail first and then set top- 
sail. You who read this should know that 
setting topsails properly is an art in itself. 

Neither Shamrock V. nor Cambria had any 
bother of the kind. They could go leisurely. 
Their Bermudian mainsails ran up as if by 
magic. As one old salt expressed it, they were 
“a good engineering Job,” and worked ac- 
cordingly. 

One advantage of the direction of the wind 
—it was from about E.S.E. at starting time 
was that it gave a turn to windward on the 
opening leg of the course—on the last two 
legs, as a matter of fact. Sightseers, there- 
fore, had a splendid opportunity of seeing the 
yachts at close quarters, and they reached in 
and out along the line seeking the best berth 
for the start, and deciding upon the tack, port 
or starboard, they would go away on. 


COURSE SHORTENED. 

It meant a lot to spectators; for, if the 
choice would be the port tack, this would 
bring the yachts along the East Pier, whereas 
the starboard would bring them away froin 
shore. As it happened, Shamrock V., Cam- 
bria and Lulworth choose the port tack, and 
from a sight-seeing point of view nothing 
could be better. They got a cheer from the 
crowd on the breakwater as they passed, most 
of it being directed to the Cup challenger, 
which is the darling of the crowd. 

What happened afterwards is told below. 
When the wind failed the officers of the day 
for the Royal St. George Y.C.—Sir Hercules 
Langrishe, Bart., and Mr. R. H. R. Stewart, 
the Earl of Meath being with them also— 
had little option over shortening the course to 
one round; for at the time the bay literally 
was in calm. with here and there a stray air 
or catspaw darkening the surface. 

Again the big boats gladdened the hearts 
of amateur photographers. Their lofty sail- 
spreads made glorious pictures in the sun- 
light. Shamrock V. was _ enthusiastically 
cheered as she re-entered harbour a winner; 
nor were the three others forgotten, each one 
having their particular votaries. By the way, 
it was a revelation to see how Shamrock’'s 
mainsail came off her; eased off it seemed to 
come down instanter, and gathered in as 
quickly. 

As to the smaller craft, well, theirs is a 


story mainly of drifting, of catching stray 


airs, and of making the most of them. The 
worst off were those whose course brought 
them around the Barford buoys, the ebb 
tide being gone most of the time, with the 
wind always of a paltry order.

The start was full of hope; for there 
was a nice little E.S.E. breeze at the time. 
Lulworth, Cambria and Shamrock V. came 
for the line om the port tack, and White 
Heather II. on the starboard, Lulworth hold- 
ing a lead of 5 secs. from Cambria, 23 
secs. from Shamrock V., and 50 secs. from 
White Heather. 

The three on the port tack were looking 
Dalkey Sound or thereabouts, and Shamrock 
V. was the first to go about to the star- 
board, passing then under Cambria’s 
stern. The Jatter and Lulworth held on 
the port much longer. Next Shamrock 
crossed ahead of White Heather. What all, 
however, were waiting to see were the post 
the Muglins mark, and here Cam- 
bria was clear ahead of all and (approxt- 
mately) over 24 mins. ahead of the next 
boat, which was the Cup challenger, while 
Lulworth was in third berth. 

It was still a beat to the Kish Lightship, 
but the water from the Barfords out was 
hidden in a thick easterly haze. The 
“hip” could not be seen, nor were the 
yachts when they rounded it in view.  In- 
deed, when next they hove in sight they 
were. on a reach to the Rosbee, Shamrock 
V. leading Cambria, the pair being a long 
distance, ahead of Lulworth and White 
Heather. 

Apparently there was more east in the 
wind out there, and probably some north in 
it. That-.it was failing and failing — 
was manifest. Still, there was hope. t 
was relatively early in the afternoon, and 
the position was not yet one to despair over. 


A HOLLOW VICTORY, 

The Rosbeg was made shortly after 2 
o'clock p.m. ~ The timing there suggested 
that the race was over “ bar the shouting ”’ ; 
for Shamrock V. led Cambria by 7 mins. 
10 secs., Lulworth by 13 mins. 10 secs., and 
White Heather by 16 mins. 5 sees. 

It was a free reach back to harbour, with 
spinnakers on the port hand. The sails 
were barely filling. Shamrock V. appeared 
to keep drawing away from the others. 
Spinnaker was taken off her; the mark was 
laid dead ahead, whereas the others pointed 
much higher up, apparently to allow for a 
possible drift of the tide. This latter 
Shamrock did not feel. | 

Half-way across there was some luffing, or 
something like it, between Cambria and the 
other two., It ended in all three having to 
gybe and eventually run down to the line, 
at the shore end of which the stopping 
signal had been flying for some time. In 
the end Shamrock V. won in hollow style.

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IRISH VICTORY 
IN JUNIOR “T.T.” 


RACE OF THRILLS. 


THE LAP “ RECORD * 
BROKEN NINE TIMES, 


The week's motor cycle racing in the Isle 
of Man commenced yesterday, when the 
Junior Race for machines of cubic centi- 
metres capacity was brought to issue. Run 
in brilliant sunshine, which caused tar to 
ooze from the road in many places, and with 
the absence of wind the race was rotable for 
the fact that the lap record was beaten no 
less than nine times during the -ourse of the 
race, being ultimately raised to 72.22 miles 
per hour by Nott, while the full distance 
was covered at 71.08 miles per hour, one mile 
and a third faster than the previous Junior 
record. 

The race was won by Tyrell Smith (Dublin 
University) on a Rudge-Whitworth, and two 
other machines of that make, ridden by 
Ernest Nott and Graham Walker, respec- 
tively, were second and third. Fifty-eight 
seconds covered the first three, one of the 
closest finishes seen in the Isle of Man for 
many years. Excepting for the first lap, in

by 55 seconds. 

The manufacturers’ team prize was won by 
Rudge- Whitworth, and the club team prize by 
the Leinster trio, consisting of Tyrell Smith, 
Stanley Woods and Charlie Johnston. The 
only non-starter was Shaw (Belfast), who 
stood down under medical advice. 


THE RACE, 


The record breaking commenced with the 
very first lap. From a standing start, Tyrell 
Smith beat the lap record by one second, but 
Dodson’s first lap was three seconds faster, 
and the first circuit ended with this pair in 
the leading positions, with Hicks, the holder 
of the trophy, in third place, Willis fourth, 
Hunt fifth and Guthrie sixth, 92 seconds 
covering the half dozen. Tyrell Smith again 
beat the lap record on the second circuit, im- 
proving on Dodson’s time by 13 seconds, 
the pair being bracketed for first place. 
Smith’s record did not, however, last long, 
as Guthrie did one second better for the 
lap. This lifted him into fifth place, Hicks 
and Willis being second and third, respec- 
tively. Nott came into the first half dozen, 
who had now closed to such an extent that 
41 seconds covered them. Tyrell Smith 
again broke the lap record on the third lap 
by 2 seconds, but again Guthrie improved 
on the time, doing 7 seconds better. Simul- 
taneously with these announcements came 
the news that Dobson had retired with valve 
trouble. Guthrie’s record lap brought him 
into second place at the end of the third 
lap, 21 seconds behind Tyrell Smith. Willis 
passed Hicks, becoming third, and Hall, 
the South African rider, came into fifth 
place in front of Nott. 

The fourth circuit saw another lap record, 
jraham Walker beating Guthrie’s time by 
one second, For the first time from the 
start of the race the leaders’ speeds now 
began to drop a little. Tyrell Smith’s 
average to this point was a little over 71 
miles per hour. He now led Guthrie by 
28 secs. The positions of the first four 
remained unchanged, but Hall temporarily 
dropped out of the leading six to give place 
to Graham Walker. The last-named was 
now travelling fastest of the field, and tox 
5 seconds off his lap record on the fifth 
circuit, exceeding 72 miles an hour, and 
moved into fourth place, Smith, Guthrie 
and® Nott being in the first three places, 
with 63 seconds covering the trio. 

Guthrie retired with engine trouble on 
the sixth lap, which ended with the three 
Rudge riders in the first three places. 
Tyrell Smith entered the last lap with a 
lead of 54 seconds from Nott, Walker being 
45 seconds behind the latter, and, although 
the Dublin man was not now quite as fast 
as his pursuers, he ran out the winner by 
35 seconds, Nott being 23 seconds in front of 
Walker. Of the twelve overseas riders who 
competed, seven finished—an unexpectedly 
hich proportion. 

S. Barwell, viding an Excelsior J.A.P.,

ALDERMAN’S LETTER 
TO THE PRESS. 


. 


An action for alleged libel brought by Mr, 
William Chamberlain, manager of the Belfast 
Tramways, against Alderman W. UH. 
Alexander, Beifast, was started in the 
King's Bench, Belfast, yesterday, before the 
Lord Chief Justice. 

The hbel complained of was contained in a 
letter published in the Belfast Evening 
Telegraph on 3rd January, and the Belfast 
Newsletter and Northern Whig on the 
following date. In the letter it was alleged 
that five Corporation "buses had been put off 
the street by the police for being mechanically 
unfit for the road, and it was further alleged 
that one of these was put on again without 
being repaired. Plaintiff alleged that the 
words contained in the letter were intended to 
mean, and were understood to’ mean, that 
plaintiff had been guilty of gross neghgence 
in the discharge of his duty as tramway 
manager, and had imperiled the lives of 
thousands of citizens, and that he was incom- 
petent to occupy the office of general manager. 

“ A FAIRY TALE.” 

Mr. Murphy, K.C., M.P., for plaintiff, said 
that the chairman of the ‘Tramway Committee 
(Councillor MeCiure) saw the tramway 
manager when the allegation was made in the 
Corporation meeting, and the manager stated 
it was all a fairy tale, and that it emanated 
from some disgruntled workman. Notwith- 
standing that denial, Alderman Alexander had 
repeated the allegation in letters to the news- 
papers. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Chamberlain stated 
that in December last Alderman Alexander 
arranged an interview and came to his office. 
Alderman Alexander said a number of "buses 
had been ordered off the streets by the police 
and the plates removed, and that afterwards 
they had been sent back without any repairs 
Witness told the defendant 
his instructions went this 
could not be true, and he told the Alderman 
it was very statement to make. 
At no time was any complaint made by, the 
police on the ground of mechanical defect. 
When. the were taken over four 
vehicles were found to require repairs to bring 
them up to Corporation standard, and these 
were sent to contractors, One oí 
these was objected to by the police aíter it 
was repaired, and it was made all right before 
being placed on public service. . 

The Lord Chief Justice—~I think you may 
ask him not only whether the police com- 
plained of mechanical defect, but whether 
in truth or in fact any of the 'buses were 
mechanically defective.

He went out in 
57, which represented almost faultless golf, 
except for a slipped putt or two which he 
unluckily failed to drop. At the fifteenth he 
was only two over fours, but he got into 
difficulties at the long sixteenth, and took 6. 
This spoiled an otherwise excellent round, his 
homeward half being 40. 

Dr. J. D. MacCormack (Hermidage) had a 
very indifferent 86, and will have a _ tre- 
mendous struggle to get a place amongst the 
quilified players. He was not playing with 
his usual accuracy, and, as he was also 
putting poorly, he had some bad holes. The 
worst was probably the terrifying 7th, where, 
short with his tee shot, he used his putter 
four times before holing out, and took 5. Out 
in 40, he played steadily enough until he 
came to the 16th, where he was bunkered, 
took two to get out, and down went a 7, 
At the 17th he again was bunkered, took six, 
and finished with a similar figure, the last 
three holes costing him 19 strokes and the 
homeward half 46. 

P. Stevenson (Royal Portrush) had a first 
round of 80 at Wallasey. He was EN 
well and never off the line, and finished egua 
with Macdonald Smith (his partner). He 
missed putts, however, on six greens, but the 
only serious mistake was at the ninth, where 
he was bunkered with a bad second and 
took 6. 

Mr. F. McConnell (Royal Portrush) failed 
to produce his best form. He played well on 
the outward journey, reaching the turn in 40 
in spite of an 8 at the eighth. He was, 
however, unsteady coming home. 

Hugh McNeill (Roval Portrush) had’ an ex- 
cellent 75—out in 39 and back in 326. His 
only error was a missed putt at the second, 
which cost 6. Otherwise he was steady, 
reeling off par figures at each hole.
